UNION OFFICIALS DEFENDANTS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 


James McMullan, a painter, of 25 Lower 
Gardiner street, Dublin, claimed damages 
agaiast Patrick Mulhall and Joseph Farrell, 
trade union officials, of 13 Mercer street 
and 31 Addison road, Dublin, respectively, 
f-- alleged slander and conspiracy. 

The statement of claim set out that 
plaintiff was a member of the United House 
and Ship Painters’ and Decorators’ Union 
of Ireland, and the defendant, Joseph 
Farrell, was an official of a trade union 
known as the National Amalgamated Society 
of Operative House and Ship Painters 
and Decorators. The defendant, Patrick Mu)- 
hall, was an official or servant of the Irish 
National Painters’ and Decorators’ Trade 
Union. On the 30th January last the plain- 
tiff was employed with Mr. Innis E. Gibson, 
182 Pearse street, Dublin, under a verbal 
contract of service, upon a painting contract 
undertaken by Mr. Gibson at the residence 
of His Highness Prince Renjitsinghi, at Bally- 
nahinch, County Galway. On the Sist 
January the defendants, he alleged, we Mr. 
Gibson by appointment, and spoke to him 
the following words regarding the plaintiff :— 
“ MeMullan is not a member of any society, 
and you must sack him to-day. You cant 
employ him.” By reason of the facts com- 

lained of plaintiff was, on the 1st February, 

928, summarily dismissed by Mr. Gibson 
from his service, and in consequence he was 
injured in character and credit. 

e defendants, in their defence, denied 
that they ever conspired together or com- 
bined against the plaintiff, and pleaded that 
if they spoke the words alleged to be uttered 
by them (which they denied), such words 
were spoken and | yg vg bona-fide and 
without malice, and in the belief that they 
were true, and on a privileged occasion. . 

Mr. J h O'Connor, K.C,, Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. Gavan Duffy (in- 
structed by Messrs. Reddin and_Reddin) 
appeared for the plaintiff; Mr, F. W. Price, 
RC, and Mr. A. E. Corbett (instructed by 
Messrs. W. G. Bradley and Sons) for the 
defendant, Patrick Mulhall; and Mr. J, M, 
Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. W. Black (in- 
structed by Mr. D, H. Charles, LL.B.) for 
the defendant, Joseph Farrell. 

ning the case, Mr, O’Connor said that 
there were in this country three trade unions 
representing the painters in Ireland, Two of 
them had been in existence for some consider- 
able time, and the os se. eras. 7 whic 
the plaintiff belonged—was registered under 
the Prades Union Act on the 14th March, 
1927. In 1926 differences arose amongst the 
members of the Irish unions, and in con- 
sequence there was a secession of a consider- 
able number of members, who formed a new 
union, This new union, to which the plain- 
tiff belonged, was called the United House 
and Ship Painters’ and Decorators’ Union of 
Ireland. 

The plaintiff, continued counsel, was work - 
ing on a job on the 2/th January last when 
he was visited by Mr. Farrell, one of the 
defendants, who asked him if he had his card 
and was 4 properly paid-up member of a 
trade union, On the follewing day the 
plaintiff went to thé United House and Ship 
Painters’ cnd Decorators’ Union nd out 
his card of membership. He paid a sum of 
16s. entrance fee and a further sum of 1s. ód. 
weekly subscription. Armd with his card, 
he was sent down by Mr. Gibson, his 
employer, to a job at Ballynahinch, County 
Galway, where Prince Ranjitsinghi was 
having a considerable amount of. hea 
done to his residence. The plaintiff coul 
reasonably look forward to about six months’ 
work there, and his wages would be £6 
18s, 2d. a wees. He worked there on 
Monday, and on the following day a wire 
came from Mr. Gibson ordering him to pack 
up his things at once and return to Dublin. 
He did so, and at once communicated with 
the Secretary of his Union, who later accom- 
panied him to see Mr. Gibson. Mr. O’Connor 
went on to say that defendants made no 
secret of the fact that they had gone to Mr. 
Gibson and said that McMullan was not a 
member of any recognised union, and that if 
Mr. Gibson centinued to employ him all the 
men would be taken out. hen Mr. Gibson 
was asked to take the vlaintiff back he said 
that he could not ‘risk it, adding that he did 
not want to be mixed up with the unions. 

James McMullan, plaintiff, was then called, 
and gave evidence. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitagerald, the 
witness said that he was a member of the 
Aungier street Painters’ Talon since 1923. 

Mr, Fitzgerald—Do you admit that you 
owed them a sum of lls, from the month 
of August, 1927'—I cannot really say. 
would think it could not be much more than 
£4. 

Mr. Gibson, in reply to Mr. O'Connor, told 
hew the officials visited him with reference 
to McMullan. They discussed the matter in 
a most friendly way, he said, and Mr. Farrell 
told him how plJaintiff stood with the Society. 

Patrick McGrane (junior), Secretary of the 
new union, the United House and ot 
Painters’ and Decorators’ Union of Ireland, 
said that according to Rule 12, Mr. McMullan 
was proposed and made a member of the 
union, 

Opening the defence, Mr. Fitzgerald said 
that the jury would have little doubt 
that plaintiff was by his conduct, 
if not actually tricky, at least cer- 
tainly very disingenuous. He had brought 
the whole of the trouble on himself. He sub- 
mitted that Mr. McMullan, plaintiff, was 
attempting to abuse the trade union system. 
He owed £7 lis. to his union, and was a 
defaulting member, and Mulhall and Farrell 
were entitled to see that the rules were 
observed. 

Patrick Mulhall, in. reply to Mr. Black, 
said that the plaintiff was in arrear with his 
dues, and was finally expelled from the 
society. 

Joseph Farrell, in response to Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, said that in his dealings as organiser 
he only saw McMullan once—on the Howth 
road. He had no grudge toward plaintiff, 
nor had he any object in injaring him. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan that he would 
rule that the occasion upon which the de 
fendants spoke to Mr. Gibson was a privi 
ceeasion, and that the action was sustai 
only if the words complained of were spoken 
maliciously. :

Detective-Sergeant M. J. Byrne stated that 
he saw the prisoners in a motor car at 
Eccles street and pursued them to the North 
Strand, where one of them lived. When 
the car was searched it was. found to contain 
a number of documents referring to guns, 
rifles, ammunition and the proceedings of the 
“ Army Council Convention of the Irish Re- 
publican Armv.”' 

The accused men did not ask any ques- 
tions. 5 

Denis Murray, a clerk in Mountjoy Prison, 
deposed to Sean Russell's imprisonment and 
his escape. Four men, one of them attired 
as a Sergeant of the Civic Guards, arrived 
at the jail, entered the office and produced 
revolvers. 

Mr. Carrigan—A bogus sergeant? Yes. 

The witness was asked to produce the 
warrant under which Russell was detained, 
but was unable to produce it. :

BELFAST ACTION. 

Giving judgment in the Chancery Division, 
Belfast, in an action in which Messrs. J. 
Lyons and Co., Ltd., of Cadby Hall, Ken- 
sington, sought an injunction to restrain Mr. 
Patrick H. Lyons, of 137 Victoria street, 
Belfast, from infringing their registered trade 
mark, and offering for sale, or selling, any 
tea, not being the plaintiffs’ tea, omy LÁ or 
by reference to, the name “ Lyons,” without 
carefully distinguishing it from the plain- 
tiffs’ tea. 

Mr. Justice Wilson said that the whole 
uestion was this: Plaintiffs were trading as 

Lyons and Co., Ltd. Their registered 
trade mark was “ Lyons,” and in his judg- 
ment it would have. been improper for the 
Board of Trade to allow them register it 
urcess the name had already acqvired a 
distinctive meaning. Wefendant’s name was 
Patrick H. Lyons, and i” ne hal put it in 
that form on the packets he did not think 
that it would have heen objected to at all, 
The packets of both parties were not identi- 
oly the same, but the working population 
could quite easily take the tea of Lyons, Bel- 
fast, believing that they were getting the 
tea of Lyons, London. 

The parties in the case agreeing to take 
the present motion as a trial of the action, 
he granted plaintiffs a perpetual injunction 
with costs against the defendant from in- 
fringing their registered trade mark.

EFFECT ON NORTHERN STUDENTS. 

Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) said that he felt bound to say that he 
regretted véry much the introduction of this 
amendment of the Minister. No matter what 
any Deputy might think of that opinion, it 
was not expressed through any anti-nationalist 
feeling. He did not believe that this kind of 
policy would secure the object which it aimed 
at.

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OOKING through some of the rs 
L read at the last meeting of th> ritigh 
Association, I notited that the Presiden 
of Section A (Mathematica! and Physical 
Science), Professor E: T. . W'.ittaker, 
¥.R.S., when dealing with “T'e Out- 
standing Problems of Relativity,’’ referred 
in terms of remarkable eulogy to Professor 
G. F. Fitzgerald, V.,T.C.D. Professor 
Whittaker’s handling of the mysteries of 
relativity would not te comprehensible for 
any but the masters of higher mathematics. 
We ordinary people sympathise with the 
state of mind of the student of Einstein 
who, while travelling on the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Railway, looked up 
from his treatise on relativity and asked 
the ticket-collector, ‘‘ Excuss me, but does 
Rugby stop at this train ?’’ 

It is with surprise that we learn from 
Professor Whittaker that G. F. Fitzgerald 
seems to have anticipated Einstein in a 
fundamental point. Einstein laun:hed his, 
famous challenge to the Newtonian 
doctrine of gravitation in 1914. Yet in 
1894 Fitzgerald wrote, ‘‘ Gravity is pro- 
bably due to a change of structure of the 
ether, produced by the presence of matter.’’ 
According to Professor Whittaker, this is 
perhaps “ the best description of Einstein’s 
theory that can be given in a single 
sentence in the language of the older 
plysics.’”” . When one _ considers, the 
voluminous expositions of relativity that 
have been published it is, indeed, remark- 
able that such. a statevient can be made 
of what the Dublin professor wrote twenty 
years before Einstein’s enunciation of his 


theory. Professor Whittaker goes on to|~ 


stow that Fitzgerald’s description indicates 
the three salient principles of the new 


theory. | {ee 


AN ORNAMENT OF T.C D. 


There are other évidences that men of 
science now regard the T.C.D. professor as 
one of the most distinguished scholars of 
his age. Sir Oliver Lodge: has dedicated 
his book, “ Ether and Reality,”’ to “My 
Friends, Professor G. F. Fitzgerald, late 
of Dublin, and Professor Sir Joseph 
Larmor, of Cambridge, who know about 
the ether more than most.”’ 

_ G. F. Fitzgerald wes cne whose whole 
life was closely associated with Trinity 
College, Dublin, although his contem- 
poraries in college or city scarcely realised 
the brilliarcy of the ufassuming man. He 
won first. Science Scholarship in 1870 and 
the Studentship in 1871, with a double 
first place: in the :.athematical and Ex- 
perimental Science Senior Moderatorships. 
He became Fellow in 1877 and Erasmhs 
Smith’s Professor of Natmct and Experi- 
mental Philosophy in 1881, F-R.8. in 
1883, and President of Section A British 
Association in 1888. “ His researches in 
abstruse scientific subjects were appreciated 
by an audience fit, though few. Thé titles 
of his publications do hot make a ‘popular 
appeal, any more than did his lectures to 
his insubordinate classes in the Engineer- 
ing School of T.C.D., where the more 
decorous Divinity students were wont to be 
shocked by the noises from. his lecture 
room. 

Even before he obtained his Fellowship 
Dr. Fitzgerald had published a treatise 
“On the Rotation of the 1 lane of Polari- 
sation of Light by reflection. from the Pole 
of a Magnet.’’ He experimented in wave 
disturbances in the ether by means of 
electric forces. Now, when scientific suppo- 
sitions have so radically changed, it is 
curious to find Professor Whittaker 
apologising for Fitzgerald’s mention of the 
ether as something, out of date and due to: 
Fitzgerald's writing thirty-three years ago. 


A PIONEER OF FLYING. 
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The writer about Fitzgerald in the. 
“ Dictionary of National Biography ”| 
comments on his extraordinary versatility 
and how he was more at home in the deeper | 
subjects than in the trivial—‘‘ throwing | 
out luminous suggestions ‘with splendid | 
prodigality, and rejoicing if they were 
absorbed and utilised by others.’’’ 

In other fields Fitzgerald] was also an! 
adventurous pioneer. His name deserves . 
an honourable place in the history of aero- 
nautics, Men who were “tudents of T.C.D. | 
12 the ‘nineties wil] remember his attempts | 
to demonstrate that flying was possible for 
man. The inclined platform in th College 
Park from which he tried to ‘ take off ”' 
with his singular flying apparatus was for | 
lcng an object of ridicule to the incredu- 
lous crowd. In those days wit was still 
abundant in Dublin, and tie amused spec- 
tators in Nassau street of the professor’s 
experiments warned him -that there was 
birdlime on the trees, and sang as they 
watched, “ Come back to Erin.’’. Fitz- 
gerald was far too kindly by nature to 
say with Horace, Odi ;rofanum vulgus et 
arceo. 

G. F. Fitzgerald- was married to a 
daughter of the Rev, John Hewitt Jellett, 
D.D., Provost of T.C.D. (died 1888). His 
father was one of the most distinguished 
alumnt of that University, whose rare 
menta] powers were said not to have been 
fully exercised. William Fitzgerald was 
the son of Dr. Maurice Fitzgerald, of 
Limerick, and brother of Baron Fitzgerald. 
He was Scholar in 1833—the year of 
Thomas Stack, Joseph Carson, Sir Richard 
Graves MacDonnell, C.B. (Governor of 
South Australia), Lord Chancellor Ball. 
etc. He became Professor of Moral 
Philosophy and of Ecclesiastical History, 
Vicar of St. Ann’s, of Monkstown, Bishop 
of Cork and afterwards of Killaloe, His 
edition of ‘‘Butler’s Analogy’’ won the 
admiration of Gladstone. 


THE ARCHBISHOP’S SHADOW. 


William Fitzgerald’s personality made 
a deep impression on the ablest men of his 
time. Archbishop Whately appointed him 
to be his private secretary and chaplain. 
So constantly was William Fitzgerald in 
the company of that eccentric, clever 
prelate, and so delicate was his appéat-' 
ance, that he was nicknamed ‘‘the Arch- 
bishop’s shadow.” When. Whately died 
the Lord Lieutenant. Lord Carlisle, 
nominated Fitzgerald as his successor in 
the Archbishopric of Dublin; but the 
extreme Evangelical party succeeded in 
defeating the appointment. Dean Stanley 
considered him a prince of conversa- 
tionalists, and, when some English bishop’s 
powers in conversation were mentioned; 


said, “Compared with the Bishop of | 


Killaloe it is the chuckling giggle of a 
baby.” ‘ | 

At Disestablishment, the learning and. 
wisdom of Bishop Fitzgerald were of 
enormous service to the Church of Ireland. 
He was probably the ablest bishop on the 
bench in’ that critical period, and his 
influence did much to guide the Revision 
debates in felicitous directions, He wrote 
the Preface to the Prayer-book which’ was 
much altered in Committe, but the closing 
words were left as the bishop wrote them.

I am told that the arrival of the new 
Dublin-built Irish Lights’ .steamer Isolda 
at Kingstown—she ‘s moored off the East 
Piet—has escaped notice locally, because 
most people believe her to be the ship sue 
replaces, namely—the old ss. Teraght, so 
well known round th. coast of Ireland. 
‘The mistake is pardgnable, as there is 
a decided affinity in the appearances 
of the ships. But. to the discerning eye 
there are marked differences. Look at the 
photograph of the-Isolda which appeared 
in the issue of Saturday Jast, or at the 
ship herself, and probably you will notice 
them at once. The masts, for example, 
stand out, those of the Isolda being much 
loftier and without rake, while the main 
is stepped far aft. Her funnel, too, is 
higher and larger. Don’t mind the high 
sidé she is showing just now, this being 
due to her not yet being in working trim.

By the way, I hear that Tsolda’s 
designer, Mr, George Idle, M.I.N.A., Sur- 
veyor of Shipping to the Irish Lights 
Commission now retiring after a 


service of thirty-eight 
years; and intends 
taking up consulting 
work. Already he has 
been appoin*ed repre- 
sentative surveyor of 
the “Burean Veritas’’ 
(the French Lioyds) 
for. the Irish Free 
State and : Northern 
Treland. 

There is a touch of 
omance in Mr. Tdle’s 
career. Think of the 
changes he has seen. 
He began life in the 
days of the wooden 
sailing ship, serving his apprenticeship 
with H. and H. Green, then the best- 
known and most importart shinbuilding 
firm in the United Kingdom. Thev were 
the owners of the famous Blackwall Line 
of sailing ships, which plied recularly 
between London and Melbourne, and their 
construction vard had associations dating 
back to the time of Queen “lizabeth. 

He has seen the wooden ship give wav 
to the iron shin. and then the iron ship 
to the stee] sailing shin, and next to the 
passing, almost, of the latter type of vessel 
altogether. Sails, t-o. in his time, gave 
wav to the almost universal use of steam, 
and now. steam itself seems to be lowering 
its head before the coming everywhere of 
the interna] combustion engine. 

Mr. Idle eventually became 
drauchtsman to the Blackwall firm, ‘and 
left it in 1890 to enter the employment of 
the Trish Lichts Commissioners. Since 
then he has been resvonsible for the design 
and construction of all steamers, licht- 
shins and other craft connected with the 
service.. 

He.made a special studv of the behaviour 
of ships in a seaway, and it resulted in the 
production of a type of lightshin whith 
attains a decree vf steadiness previously 
unapnrosched, thus materially improving 
the conditions under which lightshinmen 
live. The lightship Albatross, launched a 
vear or so ago, in which all the fruits of 
his research were inciuded. attracted much

-attention at the time, she being considered

Trish Lawyer's Success. 


Sir Francis Kearne~. LL.D.. who has 
been successfu] in the Final Examination 
for the Fnalish Bar, is well-known in 
Irish legal circles as Clerk of the Crown 
and Peace for Limeric: City and County. 

Sir Francis is a son of the late Mr. 
Francis Kearney, who vas also a solicitor. 
He had a distineuishea academic career. 
At Trinity College, Dublin. he was 
Honoursman .and Prizema in Ethics and 
Logic, and graduated with honours, obtain- 
ing a Moderatorship snd Medai in these 
subjects. 

He is a member of Gray’s Inn, and is 
LL.B. and LL.D. of Vrinity Crlleve. In 
1900 he was a candidrte for Limerick for 
the British House of Commons. He 
received his knighthood in 1916. Sir 
Francis has. held his legal offices at 
Limerick since 1918. 


First Edition Traffickers. 


One comes pretty often across Press 
accounts of ever-ascending prices offered 
for the first editions of books and 
pamphlets by eminent authors; but as a 
general rule he is left woefully ignorant 
of the precise reasons of the upward 
tendency of the figures. Very frequently. 
if the truth were known, the inflation of 
prices would be found to be attributable 
to artificial, and not natural, causes. In 
the second-hand book trade on both sides 
of the Atlantic there are ‘‘rings’’ which 
designedly set themselves out to make 
would-be purchasers believe that certain 
ublications of popular writers have 
ecome rare, and so justify their charging 
beyond the published price. 

An illustration of this is afforded by 
the revelations given in an article which 
appeared in a well-known English art 
journal last month, in which: the writer 
tells how he made a “first edition 
market”’’ for Bernard Shaw’s works by 
buying them up, according, te, the book- 
seller who made the sales to him, when 
they were, as he says, “abs@lutely 
neglected and valueless.’’ This certainly 
not disinterested worshipper of Shaw 
merits a vivid portrait from the dramatist 
in his next play, for the supreme reason 
that he claims to have “created con- 
fidence in a market for G.B.S. first 
editions.” Such a blend of hero-worship 
and cupidity would be hard to match.

Leeson Street Brflize. 


The bridge across the Grand Canal 
which is generally known as Leeson street 
Bridge, although its rightful title is 
Eustace Bridge: (so named from Colonel 
Charles Eustace. M.P., Deputy Chairman 
of the Grand Canal Company in 1791, 
when the bridge was built), has been the 
scene of many striking events, to which 
it will add now the entry into the city of 
the successful Atlantic airmen. 

Many: people will remember the 
picturesque representation of an ancient 
city gateway that was erected on it when 
Queen Victoria received the keys here on 
her last visit, in 1900. As the boundary 
line,, it has been a favourite spot for the 
holding up of motor cars for the inspection 
of permits or licences; while during the 
“troubles’’ of recent times it has been 
barricaded and guarded by sentries more 
than once. It is also’ noted as being the 
point at which the Vartry water enters 
Dublin.

Hire-Purchase Prices. 


It is a well-known fact in America 
that the man who “‘hire-purchases ”' either 
a car or furniture is not as keen about 
prices as the man who pays cash. A 
woman has found this true in England. 
She had a car for sale, which was neither 
new nor very well preserved, and the 
highest price she could obtain for. cash 
would have been £50. Last week she got 
in touch with a firm financing hire- 
purchase operations, and managed to per- 
suade them, although she was not in the 
trade, to finance the sale of her car if she 
found a purchaser. She then advertised 
her vehicle, and found a purchaser on the 
instalment plan who was prepared to pay 
£120. With interest charges the buyer 
will be paying nearly £126 for a car for 
which no one would pay more than £50 in 


hard cash. 
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Sherry Once More. 


A wine merchant tells me that sherry 
is gradually emerging from the cloud 
under which it went when cocktails first 
became the fashionable aperitif. Sales of 
sherry fell away as those of gin and the 
two vermouths went up. Now, however, 
an increasing number of people are r> 
turning to sherry as a preliminary to 
dinner, and in private houses there is a 
falling off in the popularity of the cock- 
tail. This, my informant suggests, is 
partly because a cocktai] is a poor thing 
without ice, the procuring of which is a 
troublesome matter. Moreover, few con- 
stitutions can stand too protracted a 
course of gin concoctions. It is the very 
dry sherries of which the sales are increas- 
ing, and the belief that sherry as a pre- 
dinner aperitif was out of date is being 
proved quite wrong.

Tourist Publications,

A correspondent asks me to make a sug- 
gestion to the Jrish Tourist Association, 
whose excellent pictorial pamphlets I 
noted the other day. He sends me a copy 
of a beautifully produced 50-nage booklet 
which contains a series of really first-class 
illustrations of twenty o. the beauty spots 
of County Wicklow, together with 
hitorical and descriptive sketches—an 
alluring combination which should tempt 
the most lethargic citizen to see the in- 
comparable scenery which lies practically 
at his door. My correspondent tells me 
that he has discovered many publications 
of this kind in hotels: but add: that it is 
a thousand pities that thev are not made 
more conrenient!v available for citizens 
whose visits to hotels are few and far 
bet ween. : 

He suggests that the Irish Tourist 
Association might place us under a further 
obligation by opening one or more 
temporary ‘‘ front-window’”’ premises at 
central points from which te distribute 
their excellent publications during the 
tourist season. If such prenises are not 
available, he suggests that one or two 
booths might be opened for the distribu- 
tion of literature at some such central 
point as O’Connel] Bridge. I think the 
suggestion is an excellent one, and, if 
adopted. should prove to be a distinct aid 
to the ‘‘ See Ireland First ’’ movement.

_saic announcement of the dissolution 
of the Diet, or Parliameni, of Liechten- 
stein. This tiny State, tacked away in 
the Alps, between Austria and Switzer- 
land, and lying on the right bank of the 
Rhine, is a survival of bygone days—a 
relic of the past. It is one of the only 
two remaining ; rincipalities in Europe— 
Monaco being the other—and its ruler is 
the oldest in Europe. Andorra, in the 
Pyrenees, is also, I believe, technically a 

rincipality, but in actual fact it has 

n one of t most democratic of 
republics for centuries, 

Liechtenstein has an area of something 
like sixty-five square miles, in comparison 
with Monaco’s four and San Marino's 
thirty-eight, and it ranks after these as 
the smallest independent State in Europe. 
Its population is much less dense. than 
those of the other two, being about twelve 
thousand, or under two hundred persons to 
the square mile, whereas little Monaco 
has to crowd in five hundred and seventy- 
five to the square mile, ard San Marino 
threo hundred and thirty. : 

Many centuries ago, when kings were 
wont to parcel out their dominions into 
petty lordships, this little mountain land 
formed the demesnes of two petty despots— 
the Lords of Vaduz and Schellerberg. In 
time the two estates were combined, and 
for seventy-four years they remained under 
the sway of the Counts of Werdenberg. In 
1508 they were sold to the Count of Sulz. 
and eventually passed to the Counts of 
Hohen-Ems, who remained in possession 
until impoverishment induced him to sell 
t» Prince Hans Adam, of Liechtenstein. 


NOTABLE MEN. 


The new owner was a member of one of 
the oldest of the aristocratic families in 
Austria. His ancestors h.. their origin 
in Moravia, and were noted for their 
Protestantism. The House of Liechten- 
stein has furnishe. Austria with many 
men of note as soldiers, courtiers and 
diplomats. During the Napoleonic Wars, 
on several occasions ‘the cavalry of 
Liechtenstein, under the then ruling 
Prince, came into contact with the forces 
of the great French General, with varying 
success. 

Except for brief periods, the State did 
rot attain complete independence until 
after the Austro-Prussian War of 1866. 
Even then she owed her good fortune to 
an oversight—and on the part of Bis- 
marck, of al] men. In drawing up the 
Peace Treaty of Pracuegthat normally 
astute statesman forgot alf about the prin- 
cipality, which thereupon became indepen- 
dent. Before this Liechtenstein had been 
a member of the German Confederation, 
but had sided with Austria in the war of 
1866. Then, her obscurity gained her 
freedom, and, until the present day, has 
been her best friend. 

At the time of the Austro-Prussian War 
the Prince of Jiechterstein was a young 
wan of twenty-six, and had been seated on 
his throne since his father’s death in 1858. 
In 1868, having no treaty obligations to 
the contrary, and being without fear of 


banded the Army of the little State, which 
had hitherto, by virtue of. :ts membership 
of the German Confederation, maintained 
a strength of fifty-five, plus twenty-seven 
reservists, and since then Liechtenstein 
has been without a standing army. 


DECLINING YEARS. 


Prince John is now the doyen of Euro- 
pean—if not of the world’s—Royalty, an1 
has retired to his capital, Vaduz, for 
bis declining years. He has reigned even 
longer than Queen Victoria, and is within 
two years of Louis XIV. of France’s 
record reign of seventy-two vears. The 
only living person of royal blood to ap- 
proach him in years is, I believe, Princess 
Louise Duchess of Argyll—the fourth 
daughter of Queen Victoria—who was born 
in 1848. 

Before the war he spent little time in 
his State and lived mostiy in Austria, 
where he had extensive property. His 
favourite abode was always at Eisgrub, 
the little Moravian township where he was 
‘born in October nearly eighty-eight years 
ago. It was in this neighbourhood that 
the Liechtenstein family had iis origin, 
and grew in feudal splendour and import- 
ance until its influence came to be felt in 
Austrian politics, culminating in the 
recognition, by special treaty signed at 
Vienna, of the combined lordships of 
Vaduz and Schellenberg as an independent 
principality, known from then onwards 
as Liechtenstein. 

Prince John himself has dabbled in 
politics. More than once during his long 
reign he has been ob‘iged to use the utmost 
tact to retain his independence in the face 
of the imperial greed of Austria and Ger- 
many. Nevertheless, until the outbreak of 
the Great War, he always succeeded in 
maintaining peaceful relations with Aus- 
tria. ‘He linked his State with his larger 
neighbours by various politica] ties, and 
remained in the Austrian Customs Union. 


BEFORE THE WAR. 


Just before the -sar he even went so far 
as to send forward his ccndidature for 
membership of the Austrian Reichsrath, 
by virtue of the land qualification derived 
from his Austrian property, and hecause, 
] suppose, the fact of Liechtenstein’s inti- 
mate connections with Austria, geographi- 
cally, linguistically and historically, over- 
came any objection to his “ foreign 
extraction.’’ Anyhow, the fact stands that, 
although over seventy years of age, he 
stood as candidate—and in the Christian 
Socialist interest. 

The Prince had been interested in 
Christian Socialism for many years, 
having been initiated: into it by Dr. 
Lueger, the one-time leader of the Austrian 
Labour factions. "n his address to the 
electorate, the royal Socialist said that 
he was “‘spoiling for a fight,”’ and that 
it was his ambition to help labour and to 
eliminate wasters f:o n the Austrian Par- 
liament. Speaking of his party, he said, 

We are going to Parliament to break 
dewn obstruction and to get things done. "’ 
_Prince John did not agree with Austria’s 
siding with Germany in the Groat War: 
s0 he proclaimed his nertrality in the 
conflict. From. then onwards it was 
noticeable that Liechtenstein drew 
gradually away from Austria and closer 
and closer to Switzerland. After the war, 
Liechtenstein applied for admission into 
the Swiss Confederation, but Switzerland 
was not anxious for territorial extension, 
er ected the application with that of 
: erg—now part of the A i 
Republic. This, however, has “he — 
vented the little State fror., gaininy closer 
relationship with Switzerland, until some 
people prophesy that it is only a matter 
of time before «re is welcomed into the 
fold of those 3utcromous States which 
together make witzerland the model 
republic of the world.

INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. ~ 
The first business was the second readi 
of the Constitution (Amendment No. 10) Bilt 
which deals with the deletion from the Con. 
stitution of the power of the initiative and 

the reférendum, 

Mr. DOWDALL said that this was the 
most important bill that had come before 
the Senate since it was established, . He 
asked the House to consider how serious wwa 


-the proposal in the bill. If the people had 


had the right of referendum the Union would 
never have been passed. In Australia and 
Switzerland a referendum had been taken on 
the qe of conscription and of «4 
capital levy. The decision of those peoples 
was that they should have neither, the lat/er 
decision settling the matter for all Europe. 

They had heard a lot from prominent 
politicians about the “will of the people,” 
but in this bill they found a proposal put 
before them to prevent the will of the pacdle 
from being expressed. The eople of the 
country would inevitably say that these pro. 
visions of the Constitution (Articles 47 and 
48) were never proposed to he deleted until 
one party proposed to take advantage of one 
of them for its own purpose. The Govern- 
ment had found that proposal awkward, and 
proposed now to delete these articles. He 
regarded the Constitution as, on the whole. 
satisfactory, and hoped that it would be kept 
out of the range of party issues. He, there- 
fore, moved that consideration of the bill be 
nostponed, and that a Select Committee of 
‘he Dail and Senate be appointed to examine 
the Constitution, and report what alterations. 
if any, were necessary 
“ DESTROYING THE CONSTITUTION.” 

Colonel MOORE seconded Mr. Dowdall’s 
motion. He protested against the bill and 
the manner in which it had been put before 
the House. The proposal in the bill destroyed 
the Constitution. On a former occasion he 
had said that the Government were nibbling 
at the Constitutions but they were now 
cobbling up whole articles. It had been 
stated in support of the bill that if it were 
not passed disturbance would follow. He 
would like to know who would cause that 
disturbance. The Ministers knew well there 
would: he no “disturbance. 

Mr. O’FARRELL ‘said that discussions on 
the bill had been clouded by a constant 
reference back to things which had passed 
into history, and an attempt to faise 
ancient feuds. Political animosities died hard 
in Ireland. Referring to the welcome of the 
previous day to the trans-Atlantic fliers, Mr. 
O'Farrell said that racial animosity - and 
hatred arising out of the Great War seemed 
to have been too much for even such en. 
lightened institufions as Trinity College and 
the Bank of Ireland, when it came to honour- 
ing three brave men. The attitude of institu- 
tions of that kind constituted a petty-minded 
futile attempt to insult brave men because of 
ancient hatreds. With that display of a 
desire to harbour animosities, one was no‘ 
surprised at less educated people harking 
back to ancient feuds, 


“ KNAVES OR FOOLS.”’ 

The proposal in this bill was to expunge 
from the Constitution two articles which were 
blazoned forth as the brightest jewels in a 
model Constitution, and it was not because 
of anything that had happened in any other 
country since 1922, when they were intro- 
duced into the Constitution, that this bill 
was being brought forward. The Govern- 
ment were declaring that they were either 
knaves or fools in 1959 by their action to-day. 
_ As far as the Referendum was concerned, 
it must be admitted, that it was a simple, 
but effective, and democratic safeguard to the

Mr. DOWDALL—I beg your pardon, Mr. 
President. The late Vice-President, Mr. Ke~in 
O’Higgins, used these words. 

MR. COSGRAVE'S REPLY. 

President COSGRAVE—The fact is that 
the sénator régards them as the most im- 
portant provisions in the Constitution, and 
we are entitled to examine them in the light 
of past history, in the last five years, Not 
on a single occasion in the last five years 
have these provisions been utilised, or 
attempted to be utilised. On one occasion 
they got, continued the President, a two: 
fifths of the members of the Dail to petition 
to hold up a bill, and it ended in a farce. 
They did not get 50,000 signatures to it for 
the purpose of a referendum, and the result 
was that what was objected to was now the 
law of the land.

the constitution of the Senate. He would 
ask the Senate to consider how often was tlie 
referendum likely to be used, and how often, 
in the event of people concerning themselves 
with hampering and obstructing the ordinary 
progress of Government. 

ese two articles were the prey of any 
well organised 7 in the country, utterly 
indifferent to the opinions of the majority, 
They were invited now to consider serious 
amendments to the Constitution in such a 
way that all parties would be agreed on 
changes. That was a new doctrine of demo- 
cratie government, 

‘These two articles,” said President 
Co rave, “are a menace to the good order 
of this State as long as they are there. They 
are not important, and never were. . ‘There 
are enshrined in the Constitution sufficient 
safeguards for democratic expression of 
opinions and democratic government, There 
was no danger now, or’ at any other time, 
that a Government here would be undemo- 
cratic, or abuse this power to interfere in any 
way with the liberties of the people. It is, 
to niy mind, one of the last expiring sparks 
of a slave mind, which stands up and says, 
‘Beware of your Government. It is a thing 
you have no experience of, and it is some- 
thing. to be afraid of, and to be watched.’ 
That is not a true éxpression of sound Irish 
citizenship, and I hope the Senate will take 
that view.” 

AMENDMENT LOST. 

On a division the amendment was lost by 
28 votes to 8. . 

In the resumed debate on the principal 
motion, 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that he considered 
this measure the most important of the be- 
wildering bunch of bills by which it was 
proposed to amend the Constitution. It was 
important, not so much for the manner as 
for the time and the occasion of its introduc- 
tion. The Constitution, he felt, was an 
instrument which should be regarded with a 
certain’ amount of reverence and dignity. 
it had to be amended it should be amended 
with deliberation, and not with haste to meet 
a passing need. If the proper methods were 
applied to the amendment of the Constitu- 
tion they would proceed from ex: 
perience or long and careful investigation. 
In the present case what investigation had 
there been of merits or demerits’ ‘If 
amendments were thought necessary they 
sliould be made the subject of close investiga- 
tion and prolonged inquiry. He did not 
know what investigation there had been in 
this case. If an investigation had been 
conducted he had pot any particulars of it. 
Despite what the President said the two 
Articles which it was now proposed to 
destroy were commended by the late Minis- 
ter of Justice, Mr. Kevin O'Higgins. 

A “ BREEZE." 

Sir JOHN having quoted from a speech made 
by the late Minister for Justice in the Dail, 

Mr. DOWDALL interjected that the Presi- 
dent had contradicted the statement that 
the Minister had uttered such commendation. 

President COSGRAVE murmured dis 
.sent, whereon Mr. Dowdall declared with 
some warmth: ‘‘You did, sir; you con- 
tradicted it most definitely.”” . 

President OOSGRAVE said that he 
made no such contradiction, and that what

ADVANTAGES OF REFERENDUM. | 

Sir JOHN KEANE, continuing, observed 
that he wished to draw a distinction between 
the initiative and the referendum. © The 
former seemed to him to be far-fetched and 
fanciful, but the referendum was quite a 
different matter, The refereidum was a 

roved and established instrument of popular 

overnment, and should be treated with a 
eértain amount of respect. The possibility 
of the referendum Was that it was a check 
on the excesses of a Government that was 
outrunning the popular will. The method 
of referring specific measures for decision by 
the people was one that should not be lightly 
disregarded. 

One objection to its use was the expense 
and the fact that it might be used as a 
weapon of obstruction. As to that, there 
were plenty of ways of getting over such 
a difficulty, Surely there was a half-way 
house—something besides the present ruth- 
less step. The new bills, it seemed clear, 
were merely brought for the purpose of frus- 
trating the movements of a party, the Go- 
vernment being apprehetisive to thrust any 
issue before the people at the present time. 
As a strategic move it was not AS: 

BAD EFFECT IN COUNTRY. 

It was going to have a-bad effect in the 
country, weakéning respect for popular 
government and awakening certain hostility 
amongst the people. Surely it was only a 
question of time before this matter of the 
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Fag livered on the posers bill, Bir 
ohn remarked that the Minister for Agri- 
culture in suggesting that Articles 47 and 
48 had found their way into the Constitution 
hy. accident, showed himself to be very 
strongly at variance with the late Minister 
for Justice. ‘I am reluctantly forced to the

WOULD IMPROVE CONSTITUTION. 

Mr. BAGWELL said that he was going 
to vote for the bill because he thought that 
the restrictions which it proposed to make 
would improve the Constitution. He thought 
that the machinery of the initiative and the 
referendum could be used by quite a small 
number of people for unscruplous ends. 
There was nothing sacrosanct in the initia- 
tive or the referendum. Neither was a thin 
the State had thriven on or had prove 
valuable for a long period of years. 

Mr. FARREN said that he was not satis- 


| the referendum to the people of this cóuntry 
should be taken.

A 
referendum was necessaty, and he would be 
perfeetly willing that it should eer only 
with the assent-of three-fifths of the members 
of beth Houses. 

fr, O'FARRELUL, said that. Senator 
MeLaughlin had: ridiculed the idea that the 
referendum had saved Australia from con- 
acriplion; and, stated that the Irish had de- 
feated conscription here without .resort to a 
referendum.’ Everyone knew how conscrip- 
tion was defeated here and the methods by 
which it was defeated. Were the same 
methods to be used again—the methods of 
force and violence’ tr. McLaughlin dis- 
played the mentality of violence, and that 
was the mentality in which the Government 
conceived a great part of its legislation. 


A GREAT FETISH. 

Mr. JAMESON said that a great fetish was 
being made of this referendum. With the 
iate Mr. O'Higgins, he had considered that 
the referendum wads a Weap6n which the 
Senate ought to have if they had to stand 
out agaitist a Govérnmetit who sought to over- 
ride the rights of certain classes of the people. 
From his Mr. Jameson's) observations since, 
he had come to the conclusion that it was 
a weapon which the Senate could not use 
with advantagé at all. 

Mr. O'FARRELL pointéd out that the 
teferendum to which he referred was not con- 
fined to the Senate alone, but was capable of 
being exercised by a certain proportion of the 
Senate and Dail combined. 

Mr. JAMESON agreed. The State main- 
tained that the referendum was a clumsy, 
useless and expensive tool with a great name. 

Mr. P. MeGILLIGAN, Minister for se ee | 
and Commerce, said that he agreed wilt 
Senator Bagwell that the danger to the Con 
stitution at present was that a small number 
of unscrupulous people could keep the cuuntr 
in a hectic state of excitement by amend- 
ments to it which wére precluded by the very 
terms of the Constitution, If that were the 
only excuse for what Sir John. Keane would 
call opportunism, it would be a sufficient 
excusé. So long ago as 27th July last year 
the President proposed very definitely the 
same bill as this Salons the Senate, but he 
was asked to hbéld it up because he was Vring- 
ing in the Public Safety Bill to deal with the 
circumstances of thé assassination of the 
Minister for Justice. This whole debate had 
been brought around to a point where people 
had lost their perspective. 

“We do not propose,”’ said the Minister, 
“to take away any of their rights from the 
bowl. We gave these rights to the people. 

e doubt if the people will complain if the 
tights given them under Articles 47 and 48 
are taken away fromm them, and, acting on 
that belief, we know we will be judged for it 
at the next election. We take all thesé risks 
which will be added to our other burdens of 
allegations made against us—that we propose 
to take away from the people certain powers 
which at oné time, in an experimental mood, 
we thought fit to give them.” 

The Government did not feel that it was 
taking from the people any tights which they 
ought to have or that the people would be 
enraged.

THE LATE SIR HENRY DORAN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THR IRISP TIMES. 

Srr,—The priests and people of the West of 
Ireland have heard with deep regret of the 
death of Sir Henry Doran, Chief Inspector of 
the late Congested ‘Districts Board, To Sir 
Henry is due, more than to: any other man, 
the marvellous improvement that has taken 
place in the dwellings and domestic comforts 
of the peasants of the West. It is only such 
persons as your humble servant, who moved 
among the people some fifty yéars ago, that 
can appreciate this change for the better. 
To-day smiling cottages and well-regulated 
out-offices replace the unsightly and ill-cared 
hovels of that time. This marvellous trans- 
formation was accomplished by Sir Henry 
Doran by means of a scheme which was the 
result of his long and varied experience in 
dealing with the problem of congestion. This 
was the “ Parish Grants ' scheme. 

As one who lived beside Sir Henry for 
eleven years, I had several TN ogee of 
discussing with him the possibilities of this 
scheme. I am aware that in his scheme he 
had two main ideas before his mind—to im- 
prove the dwellings and out-offices that were 
so sadly in need of improvement, and then 
to start to improve the holdings by arterial 
drainage and proper fencing. I asked him at 
the time why the second part of the scheme 
could not be worked simultaneously with the 
first part. His reply was that, as the great 
majority of the holdings were at that time in 
the hands of the landlords, the improvements 
would enhance the value of the lands for 
them, and would make it more difficult to deal 
with them afterwards in the purchase of the 
lands. 

Now. that the lands are altogether in the 
hands of the tenants, it would be worth the 
Government's while to examine this scheme 
Closely and to see what possibilities may be 
in it. If the first part has worked so success- 
fully and has produced such wonderful results, 
I cannot. see why the second part should not 
be equally successful. The secret of the 
scheme is that it induces the landholder to 
start on the work of improving his holding, 
and, ohce he commences and séés the good 
results, he is gure to continue indefinitely on 
the same lines.—Yours, etc.,

Wanton 
destruction has banished ai] beauty from the 
river banks, and gone on the hills are the 
great banks of woodruff like snowdrifts, the 
sheets of Our Lady's bedstraw, the little 
yellow rock rose and many others, The wind- 
flowers on the hillside are gone. and the 
orchises are choked by brambles. A treeless, 
bushless, flowerless land—is this “ what Sinn 
Féin stood for’’?

Herr Miiller evidently will 
not allow the matter to rest where it is 
at present. He refers to Germany’s 
prompt acceptance of the Kellogg anti- 
war proposals as the most recent proof of 
her peaceful intentions, and there is little 
doubt that, if and when a conference is 
called by the Government of the United 
States to discuss the new plan, representa- 
tions will be made by Germany with a 
view to the liberation of the Rhine. The 
reparations problem, which constitutes 
the second plank in Herr Miiller’s foreign 
platform, also will be difficult of solution. 
The new Chancellor admits that the 
Dawes scheme of payments has worked 
smoothly, and, for the time being at any 
rate, the German Government hardly will 
attempt. to secure a lower rate of 
annuities. The time has come. however, 
when. as Herr Miller declares, the Ger-| 
man people have a right to know the full 
extent of their liabilities; Under the 
maximum payments plan, which comes 
inte operation next September, Germany 
must make annual instalments of 
£125,000,000. No limit has been set to the 
period of these payments, and the Germans 
claim, with some reason, as we think, 
that they should be informed now of the 
exact sum which the Allies expect to re- 
ceive.

Ramshackle Towns. 

The Government of the Irish Free State 
seldom has shrunk from travelling far 
ahead of public opinion. It is the busi- 
ness of a Government to lead. In their 
policies directed to the reform of 
agriculture, the: fostering of temperance 
and the repression of disorder, the young 
Saorstát Ministers have not waited on the 
sluggish and timorous movement of the 
popular mind. There are two affairs of 
nation-wide public concern, however, .in 
which the Free State leaders show them- 
selves as supine as the multitude. They 
appear to possess no comprehensive trans- 
port policy, framed under realisation of 
the new conditions that have come upon 
the world ; and they appear equally lack- 
ing in alertness to the country’s needs in 
the kindred matter of ‘‘ town-planning.’’ 
Yet these are national issues in the 
strictest sense, and are to be handled 
effectively only by national authority. 
The members of the Rathmifies and 
Rathgar Urban District Council yesterday 
themselves far ahead of the 
Government realisation of the 
country’s needs in ‘‘ town-planning.’’

The English Cathedrals. 


England’s cathedrals are among her most 
precious possessions, but their mainten- 
ance, in unspoiled beauty, is a costly task. 
When, as has happened in not a few cases 
during recent years, restoration on a large 
scale is found to be necessary, the authori- 
ties usually must appeal to the public’s 
piety and patriotism. Some years ago a 
cominission was appointed to examine the 
whole question of the cathedrals in two 
aspects—their finance and their control. 
Last November it presented to the Church 
Assembly a report which was accepted, 
though not without criticism; and on 
Tuesday the Archbishop of York sub- 
mitted to the Assembly a measure based cn 
this report. The measure proposes, on 
the financial side, that the cathedrals 
shall exchange their several endowments 
for fixed incomes. On the administrative 
side it proposes to put them under the 
central control of a permanent body— 
“the Cathedral © Commissioners of 
England '—which would make provision 
with respect to the constitutions, the 
property and revenues and the statutes 
of cathedral and collegiate churches. On 
Tuesday the unexpected happened ; for, 
although the measure was based on a re- 
port which the Church Assembly had 
accepted, the Assembly's attitude to the 
measure itself was distinctly hostile. On 
the motion, therefore, of the Archbishop ci 
York, who had introduced it, the measure 
was postponed until the autumn session. 
The deans and chapters of the cathedrals 
| led the successful opposition. They do not 
resist the exchange of endowments for 
fixed incomes, but they dislike the 
prospect of government by an externa! 
body of officials: which would be respon- 
sible only to the Privy Council. The 
glamour of the great cathedrals: is an in- 
dividual glamour, and their custodians are 
in no mind to submit it to the mercies of 
bureaucracy, which has a fatal genius for 
standardisation. No doubt, the cathedrals 
are jealous of their independence, and a 
dean’s distrust of any intruder pen his 
ancient, solitary reign may be largely a

Balfour Forest. 


It is announced that Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sir John Chancellor, Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Southern Rhodesia, 
will succeed Field-Marshal«Lord Plumer 
as High Commissioner for Palestine. 
Under Lord Plumer’s administration 
Palestine has made steady progress 
towards political and. economic settle- 
ment ; and, perhaps, some means will be 
found to associate his name permanently 
with the fortunes of the re-born land. In 
that event he will share such fame with 
the Earl of Balfour, who, when Foreign 
Secretary in Mr. Lloyd George’s Govern- 
ment, reconstituted Palestine as the 
historic home of Jewry. The repatriated 
Jews have not solved, as yet, all the 
problems of the new occupation, but they 
have overcome many difficulties, and the 
success of the inspiring experiment seems 
to be assured. Lord Balfour’s Declaration 
is the Jews’ Magna Charta in Palestine. 
and now the Anglo-Jewish community is 
proposing a notable tribute to him. At 
a dinner in London, on Tuesday, leading 
Jews invited support for a sch.me whereby 
the hills overlooking Nazareth will be 
crowned with a forest of trees that will 
bear Lord Balfour’s name for the rest of 
time. Mr. Lloyd George and Sir Herbert 
Samuel have given their hearty endorse- 
ment to the scheme. Lord Balfour him- 
self welcomes it, not only as a personal 
compliment, but as “a living and en- 
during symbol’’ of English Jewry’s share 
in the regeneration and development of 
Palestine. The authors of the scheme 
propose to plant 300,000 trees on the site 
of “Balfour Forest.” A first planting of 
50,000 trees will cost £15,000, and already 
this sum has been covered by contribu- 
tions. In future ages not only Jew, but 
Arab, sheltering from summer's heat 
patuli sub teymine fagi, will have cause to 
bless the memory of an English states-

Lord Danesfort, in the Hous2 of Lords 
next Monday, is to ask the Government 
what is the meaning of the phrase “in 
the first imstance’’ in the despatch 
addressed. to the Irish Free State by the 
Dominions Secretary on June 8th, in 
which he stated that it was desirable, “in 
the first instance,’’ for the matter to be 
referred to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council; whether the Irish Fr 
State -has given an assurance that the 
decisions of the Judicial Committee under 
this reference will be accepted as final, and 
whether any further legislation is con- 
templated as io the compensation to be 
paid to Irish civil servants transferred to 
the Provisional Government or to the Iris) 
Free State, who have been, or may be, 


discharged or retired. 
A New Tribunal. 


In regard to the case of the ex-civil 
servants, it is possible that there will be 
developments shortly; for a new tribunal 
is likely to be set up under an Act of 1823, 
when the ex-civil servants debarred froin 
sharing in the advantages secured hy 
Messrs. Wigg and Cochrane will be able 
to submit their cases. There is a sugves- 
tion that this tribunal should deal wit) 
all the different aspects of the situation as 
it affects civil servants, not only those 
who have retired, but those who are st 
at work. so that the whole matter may !, 
definitely settled. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury. 


A tribute of importance was paid to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury at the meet; 
of the Church Assembly to-day, when an 
emergency resolution was proposed by th. 
Dean of Westminster to the effect that the 
opening statemer.t by the Archbishop on 
the Prayer-book measure on Monday 
should be entered in full on the minutes 
in order that the Assembly micht have an 
opportunity of assuring the Primate 
this very difficult situation that he 
behind him the clergy and laity of Enz 
land. as represented at the Assembly, and 
that the only effect ef the check which they 
had received wes that it had closed their 
ranks and intensified their loyalty. The 
Archbishop of York, who was presidin: 
allowed the resolution to h. taken, hopinz 
that the opportunity wogld not be used for 
laudatory or critica] observations of ti 
statement. The resolution was accepted 
without a vote. During the present sittincs 
of the Assembly it will be proposed that a 
commission be appointed to undertake tne 
production of an authorised hymnal fo 
use in the-Church cf England. 


England's Cathe-rais. 


The proposal sulmnitted by the Arch. 
bishop of York in the Caurch Assem)!7 
yesterday that a bedy should be set up to 
control English cathedrals does not meet 
with general approval in Church circles 
Tho great Enelish cathedrals are in the 
hands of careful and trustworthy 
cuardians, and the appointment of another 
central body with powers to interfere in 
many directions is regarded as certain to 
cause considerable dissatisfaction. Central- 
isation in the Church of England is being 
promoted to the last degree, and incum- 
bents aud church officials complain that 
their work is doubled by the burdens, both 
financial and clerical, placed upon their 
shoulders. An incumbent whom I know 
personally has to pay nearly fifty pounds 
per annum to central bodies out of an 
income of two hundred and seventy 
pounds. At the same time he is bombarda| 
with long and exhaustive returns which 
have to be filled up and sent back bv a 
siven date. This cleric 1s single-handed 
in a very large parish. 


Lord Byng of Vimy. 


I ‘ind that there 4.. Considerab!: 
amount of objection among members of 
Parliament to the appeintmient oí |.ord 
Byng of Vimy as Commissioner of Metro 
politan Police, a feeling not confined to 
one party alone. The objection is solely 
on the ground that it is thought that 
Lord Byng is too old for such an onerous 
position, which must entail considerable 
strain. It is known that he refused the 
offer of the post several times, and yielded 
only to pressure from a very tesponsible 
source, so whether he will take notice of 
the objections or not it is impossible to 
say; but it is thought that, having given 
his promise, he will stick to his new task. 
The Opposition intends to. discuss the 
appointment on the vote for the Home 
Secretary's salary, which will be put down 
for the next available supply day.

Peace in Industry. 


The first full joint meeting of the 
Peace in Industry Council, the first of 
its kind since the movement was in 
augurated, was held at Burlington House 
to-day. The most important item con- 
sidered was a proposal to set up a National 
Joint Industrial Council, composed of the 
General Council of the Trade Unions 
Congress and a group of employers, 
headed by Lord Melchett. It is suggested 
that such a Council would be able to 
establish conciliation boards “for the 
investigation on a purely voluntary basis 
of trade disputes before they reach the 
stage of a strike or lock-out. If this 
proposal is accepted by both sides and 
carried out in the spirit in which it has 
been drawn up, a new era in industrial 
relations should open. 


““Come to Ireland.”’ 


Ireland as a holiday resort is being well 
advertised this summer by the L.M.S., 
and, no matter where one goes in London 
just now, it is impossible to escape the 
bold invitation, “Come to Ireland,” on a 
big poster adorned with a single shamrock. 
or the many beautiful posters illustrating 
gems of Irish scenery. It will not be the 
fault of the railway company if Treland 
does not secure a fair share of the holiday 
traffic this year. At the same time tho 
L.M.S. is endeavouring to bring people 
from abroad to this country, and has jusi 
opened an office in Paris, situated in the 
Boulevard de la Madeleine, with the idea 
of fostering the passenger and goods traff 


to these islands.

But he had felt all around 
him in the camp the warm sympathy end 
the best feeling in the world, and it was 
as if he felt throughout the nights the 
good comradeship given to him from them. 

e would say that this was a symbol of 
their wonderful isle. 

As soldiers they fought for an ideal— 
fought, perhaps, for an adventure, as he 
had fought day and night to make that 
flight possible.

The 
party contends that the practice of appoint- 
ing an ex-military officer to a high post in the 
police is not calculated to maintain the civic 
spirit and character of the Force, or to en- 
courage those who deserve promotion in the 
service. 


POSSIBLE REFORMS. 


An official at Scotland Yard who is in- 
timately’ associated with the adrainistration 
of London’s police work, yesterday told a 
Press Association reporter that if the words 
used by the Home Secretary. 
Byng's appointment was “a stern call to 
duty,’’ meant that reforms would be carried 
out, the appointment would be welcome. 
‘There are many necessary reforms,”’ he 
said, “that we are all aware of and would 
like to see carried out, but hitherto thev 
have been opposed on the grounds of 
economy. It is possible that more attention 
will be paid to a new Commissioner specially 
appointed, and that will he all to the good.

BANKER WHO NEVER. 
GAMBLED. 


The estate of Sir David Yule, a director 

of the Midland Bank, who died at his home 
near St. Albans on Tuesday night, will 
probably amount to between 2£15,000,00U 
and £20,000,000. His fortune was 
probably the largest possessed by any 
man or woman in Great Britain, and his 
daughter Gladys, who is twenty-four, and 
was his only child, is thus one of the 
richest heiresses in. the world, — 
‘A friend of Sir David, who was 
associated with him in his business in 
London, told a Press Association reporter 
last night that Sir David owed his 
immense success solely to hard work and 
natural ability. 


REMARKABLE JUDGMENT. 


“Sir David was like one of the merchants 
of the old days,”’ he added. “He made 
his money by careful attention to every 
detail of his business. He worked..un: 
ceasingly himself, and never entered into 
mere speculation. There was nothing of 
the gambler in his make-up. 

“In his early days in India he never 
took any holidays, and used to work from 
six in the morning till late at night. He 
was never spoiled by. success. 

“He was one of the most retiring of 
men, but his judgment was wonderful 
He is a great loss to the nation.’’ 


AVOIDED PUBLICITY. 


A member of the staff at the London 
offices of Messrs. Yule, Catto and Co., 
of which Sir David was a director, said: 
“Sir David was at work in the office up 
to a few weeks ago. He always showed 
the greatest energy, and even in winter- 
time would work in his shirt sleeves. He 
was always considerate to his staff, and 
treated everyone, however lowly his posi- 
tion, with the utmost courtesy. He was 
very reticent, shy and retiring, and always 
avoided publicity.” 


BREEDS RACEHORSES. 
Miss Gladys Yule, a pretty girl, quiet 


and unassuming, has been brought up in 
the country, and loves her surroundings 


thoroughbred racchorses, of which there is 
some good stock on the estate, which covers 
about 350 acres. She lives at home with 
her mother, Lady Yule, in a large, white- 
fronted mansion, standing amidst beauti- 
ful flower gardens, 

Miss Yule is a good horsewoman, and 
is often to be seen riding in the vicinity 
of Bricket Wood. She is also fond of 
‘motoring. 

Lady Yule shares her daughter's interest 
in country pursuits, and/has exhibited 
cattle reared on the estate at many agri- 
cultural shows. i 

Sir David Yule took no part in public 
affairs in Hertfordshire, When at home 
he was very rarely to be seen in the 
neighbourhood. He travelled to London 
every day, andspent Sunday, as a rule, at 
Bricket Wood. 3 


A HARD WORKER. 


Sir Thomas Catto, who is a member olf 
the Board of Andrew Yule and Co.,. the 
Indian firm founded by Sir David's uncle, 
told a Press Association reporter that Sit 
David went into his uncle’s business when 
only .sixteen, and at once threw himself 
into the work with great energy.

DULL DEBATE ON THE 
SENATE, 


- 


By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The sitting of the Dail yesterday was 
probably the dullest that has been held 
during the present session, and thére was 
scarcely a single incident during the 
seven and a half hours when the Dail was 
in session. ‘Yhether it was the reaction 
against the lively scenes of last week, or 
a general feeling of ennui following the 
jubilations of the night before, members 
of all parties suffered from a bad attack 
of “ that tired feeling.” 

Very little intérest was taken in the 
bills that came up for discussion, and 
although the divisions indicated that well 
over 120 deputies were in and about 
Leinster House, there was seldom more 
than a bare’ quorum in the House, and 
during one period there were only fifteen 
deputies in the Chamber. i 


ELECTING THE SENATE. 


“When Mr. Blythe had moved the report 
stage of the, Constitution . (Amendment

AN UNACCOUNTABLE FAILURE. 

There was a slightly painful incident dur- 
ing the afternoon, and that. was when Foha- 
nauh was well beaten in the Duke of Cam- 
bridge Handicap, where he finished three- 
parts of a length and three lengths behind 
Lord Lascelles’ St. Jerome and Golden 
Chalice. Through Priory Fark he had the 
beating of this pair on their Hunt Cup 
running, even though he had 9-6 to carry. 
That he should have failed, and failed so 
badly, is entirely unaccountable; but it has 
to be said that he ran his first bad race since 
he came to England. 

Earl himself had ridden him in a gallop on 
Saturday morning, and he had never gone 
better. It was, therefore, not surprising 
that Mr. Joel and everyone connected with 
him wagered on him with extreme confidence. 
He was not badly away, but Winter pulled 
him back and in behind the others. At no 
point in the race did he look like winning, 
nor did he ever come on with that sort of 
relentless run that has always carried him 
there or thereabouts. Knight of the Grail 
ran badly, and finished a ‘bad last. 

Just before that race there had heen a great 
struggle for the Stetchworth Stakes, a mile 
and a half event. Richards» seemed to-make 
the fullest possible use of Bonnement, a half- 
brother te Knockando, and at the distance he 
had a good lead; but he was all but caught | 
and beaten, 
two short heads in front of Silver 
Saracen and Brigadaye. 1 should say that 
the form in the race was far from good. 
BERENICE’S GOOD WIN. - 

The stable of J. Jarvis won the Soham 
Stakes with Mrs. Shafto’s Berenice, a good- 
looking grey filly by Roi Herode, out-of Brack 
Buie, ‘who ‘always ‘held a good position, and 
won by three-parts and three lengths from 
Songtime and Tetraset, to-eacl of whom she 

was giving weight. 

The luck of Jarvis is a little patchy at the 
moment. He had great hopes that the colt 
by Ellangowan, out of Waiontha, whom he 
has just sold to M. Edward Esmond, a French 
owner who has a few horses in his stable, 
would win the Stud Produce Stakes, and he 
was heavily supported to beat Black Ensign. 
The latter was not too well away, but, even 
granting this, he did not show much improve- 
ment during the race. 

The Waiontha colt was on the far rails, and 
had mastered all on that side when the colt 
by Soranus. out of Gay Girl and Forage ap- 
peared as challengers on the stands side. One 
of these, the Gay Girl colt got up and beat 
him a head, with Forage a short-head away 
third—another of those exciting finishes which 
have made this meeting notable. 

The Gay Girl colt started favourite for the 
Molyneux at Liverpool, and was well beaten, 
and went to three other races in succession. 
At Ascot he had picked up on his form, and 
finished a good fourth to Mr. Jinks in the 
New Stakes, and here he won in the style of a 


distinctly useful colt. 


ROMANY QUEEN MAKES AMENDS. 

Mr. “Bunny” Leigh’s Romany Queen, 
who had disappointed at Sandown last Friday, 
was more suited by the Bunbury Mile than 
by the round ten furlongs at Sandown, “and 
she won the Maiden Three- Year-Old Stakes in 
good style from the American-bred New 
Moss.
